be 28. of March beeing Thur. 
dap, the right honoꝛable the Earle 
„Nel Nottingham, Lo2d high Admi⸗ 
wy 2 rall of England, went from A- 
oh rundell houſe (he then lying there) 
* fo Greenwich, accompanied with 

; the right honourable the Carle of 
H Pearlce, the Lozd of Effingham, 

the Lozd Norris, the Loꝛd Willo- 
bie, g all the reſt of his whole companie, being Knights 
and Gentlemen, to tabe his leaue of his Maieſtie, being 
going into Spaine Ambaſſadoz, ' 

The 29. of Parch, his Lo2dfhip came on booꝛd the 
ſhip Royall called the Beare (ſhe being Admirall ofthe 
fleefe.) There went in her companie of other ſhips of the 
Kings, the Repulſe, the Warſpite, and the George hoy of 
the Kings, and che went with vs to Douer, And befoze 
the came there ſhe ſplitted her mainmaſt, by which acci⸗ 
dent ſhe went not any further. Dis Lozdſhip ſet ſaile 
from Quinborrow the 31. day of arch being Satur⸗ 


dap. And vponthe fourth of Apꝛill we arriued at Douer 
A 4 | towne, 
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fowne where wee caſt Anchoz , and ſtaped till the next 
day being Friday,and then we& weighed Anchoz, and 
ſhaped our courſe towardes Spaine, And vpon the ninth 
oz tenth day of Apzill we left the Lizard, which is coun⸗ 
ted the fartheſt part of Engliſh land. 

Whefiftenth day of Apzill being Pundap his Loꝛd⸗ 
ſhip entred into the harbour ofthe Groyne, where hee 
was welcomed with ſuch a volley ol ſhotte, and in ſuch 
ropall and pzincely manner, as did both purchaſe much 
bonour to the Gouernour of the Towne, and did well 
— the perſon of ſo noble and worthie an Ambaſ⸗ 

The ſixteenth of Apꝛill being the next day, his Ho⸗ 
nour went on ſhoꝛe with all his companie , hbimſelfe in 
his Barge, with a white ſilke flagge in the Brake head, 
betokening peace: ſo landing at a new b2idge made of 
purpoſe foꝛ his comming, he paſſed along into the town, 
and a great volley of ſholte was made vpon the walles, 
both of Oꝛdonance, and [mall ſhot as he entered, all 
the way he went, vntill hee came to the middle of the 
towne, where his Lo2dſhip was verie well entertepned 
at the Gouernours houſe, His name was Don Lucye, 
who was Loꝛd alſo of Gallizia, and of Cariizon, where 
he and his followers lay ſeuenteene daycs at the King ol 
Spaines charges. | | 

Eut the two and twentie day of Apꝛill being Tueſ⸗ 
day, his Lo2dſhip did keepe Saint George his feaſt in 
the Souernours honſe, in as great ſtate as the place and 
tune touid aftoꝛd, and at his ownetharges. 

Arm on Tuer ay the nine and gwenteth day of A⸗ 
pꝛill, his Loꝛd np ſent᷑ ſoꝛ bahhis Coach, and Coach⸗ 
hoꝛles ta come ic Notte ſmanth, thetotaremaine vntill 
his returne, becauſe they: were not able to haue them as 
long to the Court, b reaſan the wares were e .

Che ſecond day of Paie there was Turney at Bar- 
riers, holden in the Groine befoze hisLo2dihip the day 
befoze his goingawap, wherein were ſome victozious 
acts wozthy the noting. 

As foz the (pew towards the euening. there were made 
ſuch fire wozkes in the Tawne, as the lie haue not bien 
ſeene, bp the repont of all which ſaw it⸗ + 

The third day of Pale his M azdſhip toke his tourney 
from the Groine, hauing (as A learned hy others) two 
hundzed foztie ſixe miles betweene the Mowne of the 
Groine and the Cittie-of-Valledcley. and there went 
with him molt of the King of Spaincs aflcers.to make 
p;oufionbythewayns bewenhſ, - 5:1 

The lame day his Lo2dGhip paſſed: from the Grose 
to a Towne called Bietgnzey.where helay all night at a 
houle in the middle ofthe Towne;zand was very welen-' 
tertained. This To bone ſtandeth vpan ahil, betwene 
great hills and rocky mountaines : it is a verie little 
Towne, and bad way to frauel;twirt the Groine and it, 
which is accounted thz&e leagues. 

Che fourth day of Paie he went fram Bittanſey ouer 
à great mountaine called Lapenadiball, to a very ſmall 
Village called Villelva, where he was lodged in an olds 
ruinous Caſtle, but reaſonably entertained. This Uil- 
lage ſtandeth on the ſide ofa hil, and verie faire way to 
trauel to it, vet ſomething rocky and ſtony, Betweene 
Vilkelua and Bittanſey is nine leagues, 

Che next day being the fifth of Maie being Wanday, 
his Bonour paſſed from Villelua ouer a pleaſant riner 
called Menio , the bzidge whereof was a faire ſtonie 
bꝛidge, with greene trees of both ſides, and it is called La 
point de Rabida , and leadeth to a Citty called Lugo, 
where his Loꝛdſhip was ropally entertained. This Cit⸗ 
ty ts walled about with a ſtrong ſtone W in 
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loꝛmet times hal biene much kronger, yet nolo greatl 


vecaped;/ It #andeth vpoir the ptaine, being a faire Cit⸗ 
ty within and very gov way to trauel:betwern Villielva 
and Lugo is ſeauen ledgu :s. 8 Ge | 
The rt ol Paiehis Lozdſhip went from Lugo ſome 
two miles hy a riuer ſide, til he came fo aUillage called 
Terra Caſtelia, where he tadged an night in a houſe by a 
riuer ſide, being reaſonably wel entertained, but verie 
bad loo ging ſdʒ his followers. This is a raſed Willage, 
and ſtandeth betwerne two great mountaines, but rea- 
ſonable god way totrauel. Brtwerne Lugo and Terra 
Caſtcatggightleagues; r. . 
The ſeauenth ol Mair his Lo uſſiip went from Terra 
Caſtclia, ouer a great and wilde mountaine called Porta 
Seueras, where as it was laid, bythe inhabitants there 
by dwelling, that there are great ſloze ot wild beaſts, as 
Beares, Mues, and fuch like: and weetoke vp ſnow 
as we went auer this gil: further Eaſtward we might 
ſ& a great mountaine couered with ſnow called Salbe 
ryro . And as it is repoꝛted, the Ring ol Spaine did ſend 
thither foz mow water to cole his wine. And mp Lo2d 


dined by the way at a Millage called Salbaroryo, being 


in the Aingdome of Lions. After dinner he paſſed ouer 
the mountaines to a Uillage calicd Villio Franco, where 
he ſtaied all night, and all the next day, being Gednel⸗ 
dap, ai d a wet dap, where he was wel enferfained, And. 
at this Towne the Ring of Spames coaches met him, to 
bꝛing him to the Court, being ſoure. This is a fine 
Towne,fo2the moſt par! ſtanding vpon the fide ofa hi!, 
but the moſt vilclt way to trauel that euer was ridden; 
and it is counted from Terra Caſtelia, to Villio franco, 
two leagnes. a 
The ninth day of Pay being Thurſday his Lozds 
Gip went ram VIllo Franco, to a little towne called

Ben · hreuio chere helay a littte withoubthe fowne 
verie well entertainen. And as bed entered into the 
gate ol the houſe , there hanged a Beate duer the gate, 
that was killed in the Pountaines there by. This is a 
verie pꝛettie towne,foz the mot part ſtanding in a bot⸗ 
tome, and it is a verie god way to trauel: betweens Vil- 
ho Franco, and Ben · breuio, is nine leagu s. 
The tenth of Pay his Loꝛdſhip went from Ben- 
breuio, to a Citie called Sturgo, where he was lodged in 
a verie faire houſe adioining to the Market place, where 
hee was verie well entertained. The Citie ſtandeth 
vpon a hill, and it is a verie godly Citie, and wallcd 
round about with a ſtone wall, and ſomewhat bigger 
then Lugo, and a good way to trauaile. And it is coun⸗ 
ted from Ben- breuio fo — — leagues. 

The eleuenth ol Pay his Lozdſhip went from Stur- 
go, to a little tuione tales Ladoneſſa, where he was lod⸗ 
ted in a pꝛettie little houſe, but of ſo mall receipt that it 
was ſcarte able to cantaine his carriage, vet he had god 
entertainment there. This towne .Tandeth vpon the 
plaine, and veriefaire way to-traunils from Sturgo this 
ther, We came alongby alittteriner,whencethere was 
a fone bztdge a making, the which J doe thinke by that 
time it is finiſhed-will be thzee quarters of a mile long. 
It is from Sturgo fo Lauoneſſa foure leagues. (+ 

The twelfth of Ma hisLozdſhipwent from Lato- 
neſſa, fo-a verie faire townecalted Vena-venca, where 
hee paſſed fo a houſe withaut the towne ſtanding vpon 
an hill, which had as faire a pzoſpettas ahduſe can haue. 
I thinke none the like, except J might liken it to Wind. 
ſore Caſtell, and foz the largeneſſe of it;it is the goodlieſt 
houſe within as ener Idid ſee, foꝛ wozkmanſhip and cu⸗ 
rious huilding: fozthe nioſt part ot it is Marble ſfone, 
and round about the ſquare * W 
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DempiCanons tpeuithaty chrria⸗ 
ges, f — — therttabunte sj berit ue 
b:alle pœc gs. At is a ſtrong thing bath wigmand witz⸗ 
out.: and it 49 repoꝛted there c a Armozis within 
this houle able; to furniſt ſeuen hundzed men with Ars 
mour. And it was lolde mee, that this honie mas of fire 
hundzed yearps ſtanding, and that Hanmbail and Scipio 
had lapen in it. In deed I did ſæ the poꝛtratures of them, 
as the Spaniard did tel vs, and ont ot their thigh bones, 
that was as bigge as any mans thiqh dleſh and all in any 
part. His hanour mas arc dingiij welt entrrtaiatd in 
this houſe, being a Hodle mans of Spaine wih ix Carte 
of Vennauenta, & Aicerop af Naples, This townefan- 
deth vpon the fide of a hill, and good way ta trauails be- 
twene Lauenefla , and: 4 is unten nine

there fell ſacha hower ot haute und raine, which did ve- 
rie much wette vs vefd2e we tame to the fowne, y 
Loꝛd lay in a verie rotten houſe, but well entertayned. 
He lap at Samancus the fifteenth: day, he reſted at this 
towne. This towne ſtandeth vpon a hill, encloſed with 
great hilles: vpon the oe ſids ot it, it is verie god way 
to trauaile, and reaſonable plaine, and it is from Viſa 
gratia to this fowne ſeuen leaguts. 

The firteenth day of Pay being Thurſday,his Lords 
ſhip went from Samancus fo the Cittie of Valla de ly, 
where ths Uingoſ@paine: kept his Court: and before 
his LodHhip cams within a mile and @ halfe of the Cit- 
tie „is high Tonfable of Spaine met him, and the 
AQuetne of Spaine ſent a pied Gennet, one of her owne 
St@des fo2 my Loꝛd to ride vppen. Then hee came 
within chꝛes quarter gef ane ofthe towne, the Cons 
ſtable had him dat of fho Way halte a dow-ſhofte (as 1 
may iudge if}to a Garden, where he walked ſome houre 
and haife with thohigh ConFable, then he went info a 
Bmkelting - houſe adiopning vnte the Garden, which 
was ſet vp of vurpoſs again his comming, wherein he 
likewife' taped ſome heure end halfe. Aſter his com⸗ 
ming ſfoꝛth ot the Sarden, he tooke his hoꝛte and ridde 
with the Conſtable, where the high wapes were ſo full 
of Coaches, and people, vpon both ſides fo2 the length 
ofhalfe a mile, that if was wonderfall ts ſee , hauing 
ridden a little wap, there fell a great ſtower of raine, 


which laſteg till ye came to his lodging, ſo that hee was 


dꝛiuen to take his Coatch againe, vntill the Ringes 


Coach me ſbim, to which he ridde in all the raine, And 
B 3 tes 
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the Conſtable with him, and other Noble men beſides, 
what — name were, know not, the peopte lollow⸗ 
ing lo fact wers verie much moyled in the 
durt: any whenhisTozdGipcamowithin the Citie, che 
freetes were ſo full of people, Coaches, and hozſes, that 
de was faine to make manie ſtandes whiles the people 
made way foz him, oz elſe hee could not haue paſſed. At 
length he and all his companie came to vis lodging, be⸗ 
ing verie wette. 

This houſe was richly hung with filke hangings, 
and all kind of pictures both of men and beaſts, wzought 
againſt his L o2dſhips- comming, This was a verie 
ſairehouſe and large rowmes in it, and doth ſo conue⸗ 
niently iopne bnto the Rings Court, that my Lo2v- 
might haue pꝛiuate acceſle to the King when her would, 
thꝛough a Gallerie out ofhis owne houſe: hee had verie 
ropall entertainment all the time of his being there, 
with as much plentie of the beſt pzoniſien as tan bee 
got in the Countrey. This is a verie faire Citie, and of 
the beſt buildings in all our trauailes, onely itisnoys 
ſome by reaſon ofthe vncleane keping of ik. 5 


So that in all that his Honourtravailed, frm the third 
of May, to the eighieenth of theſame, reſting ewe 
dayes by the way foureſcore and two leagues, &- 
mounting to the number of two hundred and fortie 

- eight miles from Groyne to the Citie of Valledeley.

Rope tlie onthe Lo 
gratioufſy entertained, and afterwardhe went to the 
Queen, by whom he was vſed in the like lozt: this being 
bis firff going to the King, 
Theninteath day the Ring of Spaine went ao. 
cemon all about the cittie, and then he went to a Church 
and heard Maſſe, and came home againe thꝛough the 
Church ol Saint Paul, where J did ſee him and ſaw 
carrien befaze him foure Croſſes, and the zmage of 
Saint Domingo, and then the image of the Airgine 
Mary. with the picture of Chꝛiſt in her armes; ſhe bes 
ing bozne vnder a canopie. Then came the Sacrament 
vnder a Canopie: Then tame the King, being a Lens 
er man ofbodie, hauing no haire vpon his face, but a 
little vppan his vpper lippe: hes is pellow hayred, 
but a well thaped Bing, bee is about twentie ſtre 
xearcs of age. Yee came through the Church, and 
went in at a little dooze up into a gallerie which went 
into his Couct : and in the afternone of the ſame dap, 
the Prince at Spaine was chziſtened in this Church, 
called the Church ol Haint Paul, where there was a 
Font ſet vy vnder the high altar, and the Font was of 
one, in foʒme and faſhion ofa boate, bꝛoade at top, and 
narrow at both ends, and of the colour of a Turkeys 
egge , couered ouer with a cloth of gold vppon fowze 
ſtanding pillowes of ſiluer, euerp pillar two yardes and 
a halfe high, and cloſe by that was a bed-fted ſet vp, cas 
nered very richly, ko lay the childe in after it was chzi- 
ſtened;and about foure of the clocke came the childe with 
the ſound oftrumpets,+ other muſicke playing befoze if, 
to the church doꝛe, where the Cardinal of Toledo met it 
with two other Biſhops, bearing beloze him, the — the 
rouers 
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Croſiers ſtaffe, and the other the ſtaffe called the Pꝛe⸗ 
tent, hauing their Piters vppon their heads ,. 
ming into the Church vp ko ce Font in oder: Ur 
the Cardinal bet wen the two Bichaps withfoare Pa. 
ces and his two ſtaues aſogeſaid beldze him, her being 
all in red with his Piter vpon his head; next him came 
foure Herallds; then two Dukes bearing the Crowne; 
Then came the childe carried by the Duke of Lerno; 
Then came the Pztnceſſe, called the Infant of Spane, 
being a childe of fire yeares ok age, dzawne in a chaire 
and all the Ladies attending vpon it, being all Dut⸗ 
cheſfes and Parguelles and Carles wiuts, all richt 
attired, and richly beſet with iewels:ſo they carried the 
childe to the Font, where the Cardinall foke it, and 
firſt he put ſalt info the cares and noſe and month ok if, 
then hecrolled it vpon the fozehead and vpon the bzeaſt, 
and bchinde betone the ſhoulders , then hee powzed 
ople vpon it, and croſſed it againe, and then hepowzed 
a whole baſon of water vpon the head of it, and then 
put a ware candle into the childes hand lighted, and ſaid 
ſome woꝛds, what they were J know not, but lo they 
made an end, x the childes name is Phillippo Domingo, 
becauſe hee was chꝛiſtned in the tons called Dimingo 
tone & victotia: ſo they laid him in a bed one quarter of 
an houre, while a Paſle was ſaid, and then it was deli⸗ 
uered to the Duke of Lerno againe , and ſo they went 
out, the Cardinal taking his leaue of the child in the 
Church, departed.

This day my Loꝛd dined at the 
high Conſtables houſe; and this day the Load Howard 
of Effingham, toe his iourneꝝ from Valledeley to Ma- 
drill, to ſee his aunte the Dutcheſſe of Fenis, and hen re⸗ 
turned krom thence to Valledeley, the fine and twentie 
day being Satterday . And vpon Thurſday the thꝛer 
and twentie of Maie, as it was ſaide, there was a new 
Pope treated, and at night there was ſhotingofgunacs 
from the tops ol Churches, and ire · wozkes, and letting 


bp of candles in the ſtrittes, and great adoe. 


The fowze and twentie day of Maie being Friday, 
Maiſter Knowles deliuered from his Maieſtie to the 
Bing of Spaine, and to the Qutene, fire hozſes, thꝛæ ta 
the King, and th2ze to the Qutene, two with ſaddles ann 
furniture to them, and foure with very rich cloathe, they 
being couered with imbzodered woꝛkes, and beides de⸗ 
liuered acouple of very faire beagles, and then twos 


a trolle ⸗bowes, and two little peeces,the one ſent from the 


Paince Henry, and the other beagle ſent from the 
Nucene with foure whelpes , the which they did receine 
very gratioufly and ropally, making very much of the

euerꝑ yeare ts make a ſhew ot armed men that dap, be⸗ 
ing the Rings birth dap, and it was done in the honour 
thercof:the Duke of Lermo was their Captaine. 

The thirtie day of Pate being Thurſday, the areas 
teſt day of account in Spaine in all the peare, and it is 
called Corpus Chriſli dag. There was againſt this day 
great p2:eparation made; foꝛ all along from my 1 02d 
fmbaſſadours houſe, were poſtes of timber ſet vp, and 
cornered ouer with pole · dauies, foz my Lozd to goe vn⸗ 
der to keepc the Sunne from him:ſo it was vutil he came 
to the Rings Court, and from thence all along to the 
market- plate, which is halfe a mile long: and in the moz⸗ 
ning the king went a pꝛoceſſion, with all the Apoſtles 
verp richly, and eight Giants, foure men, and ſours wo⸗ 
men, and the chere was named Go magog. Then came 
the ſtanderd ofthe Church, then two great ſtanderds of 
filuer , being carried by two, hauing two long ware 
lights in them, and a great thing ol üluer like a Stcepter 
cloſe behinde them, then came the Pꝛieſts of the Rings 
Chappel ſinging , and cloſe behinde them came the Ba⸗ 
crament carried betweene foure, and a Canopie ouer it, 
and it was in manner lite a Caſtie, all ot ſiluer, foure 
ſquare, and a pinnacle ouer the top of it, and foure white 

ware lights ſtanding vpon each coꝛner, and one of them 
was lighted; cloſe behinde that came a Biſhop pꝛaping 
and holding vp his hands; next after him came the King 
bare headed, carrying a white ware light in his hand 


lighted, and the Cardinal vpon the right hand ol him, 


carrying another in his hand lighted , and ſo they paſſed 
by wiz L030s gate, the firetes being hung vpon — 
| cs 
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fides very richly with cloth ofgold : #0 affer hee had 
made an end of his pꝛoceſſion, in the affernone my Lo2d 
went to the Court, where was a Chappel ſet vp of pur⸗ 
poſe, (as they ſaid) and thither mp Loꝛd was had, where 
when he came, he met with the King, (he then ſitting in 
his ſtate) ſo taking my Loꝛd by the hand, made him ſit 
bowne by him, and the lidger Amvaſſadsur , and the 
Conſtable , and hee that goeth to bee lidger in England 
with my Lo2d, and other Nobie-men beſides which 
were there pꝛelent, where was a ſtole bꝛought, and a cu⸗ 
ſhion laid befoze the Ring, & the Articles were read, the 
King being vpon his knees vpon the cuſhion, ſolemnlie 
toke his oath, which being done, he foke my Loꝛd by the 
hand, and ſo went along with him, how far, oz whicher, 
A know not. 

Che one and thirtie dax of Pate in the affernone, 
the king and the QNugne, and all the NRobilitie both 
Lozdes and Ladies, rode from the Court along the 
ſkreetes, (they being richly hung vpon both ſides) vntil 
they came into the market place, where vpon both ſides 
were ſcaffoldes , built round r bout fo2 people fo ſtand 
vpon, and nat onely the ſtandings were ful of people as 
they could ſtand and ſit one by another, but alſo the tops 
of the houſes, and the ground below was alſo ful, til ſuch 
time as the Rings Marſhal and the Guard, did dziue 
them out. The market place is faire, ſquare & ſpatious, 
in the middle of which was a new howſe built of pur⸗ 
pole, foʒ the ing and Nneene to fif together in the mid⸗ 
dle of the gallery, and all the Ladies at one end and the 
Loꝛds at the other: and my Loꝛd roſe fozth sf his place 


and ſafe amongit che Ladies, and the Conſtable of 


Spaine with him: and after they hadde ſitten a while, 
there was fiftene/balls-baited with hozſe men with 


ſpeares, and ſate · men with clokes and ſwozds, and the

bulles wers all ſlaine, ans they did kfil char a: fours 
men aut ol hand, and hurt and ſpoiled fine oz fire moze: 
and after this was done, the king went and attired him⸗ 
* ſelle, both he and his Nobles,after the Turkiſh faſhion, 
wa | | Ewhen they had attired themſelaes, firſt enfred twelus 
„ Mules richly couered with crimſon veluet, imbzotherep 
„ with the Rings armes, vpon each ſtde ot them a bundle 
al canes hound in with a hebe of filuer , the canes beto⸗ 
kened the dartes which the P@zes did vis in the time at 
their warres; and this was the deſcription of their tom⸗ 
ming in, being called the battell of the Þ@3zes; and af 
ter thoſe Pules; entred ſixe and twentie Gennets of the 
kings, richly couered with the ſamecoiter thatthe mules 
were, but ſomething richer ; and ſirſt befoze the twelue 
mules came in twelue dzummes, made in faſhion like 
kettles, one of one ſide of the mule, and the other of 
the other, andnext came in fow2eand twentie trum 
petters i and then entered the eldeſt olthe two Pzinces 
of Sauoyes pages, being tenne, and after them came 
twenty b2auer gennets thꝛi ol them richly couered with 
Ueluet embꝛodered with Pearle and Siluerafwt deepe, 
then folowed the reſt couered with the ſame, ful al knabs 
of Biluer all ouer: then came the other Paincefle Jen 
ne:s which were thirteene verie richly touered, embꝛode⸗ 
red with greene. So after they had gone about the Mar⸗ 
ket place twiſe , they tooke off the Canes of the Mules, 
and had them out againe: ſoꝛthwith came nine in with 
Dobo; es playing,clothed all in red, and after them en- 
tred the Ning, riding as falt as he tould, and the Duke of 
Lermo with him, and ſeuenty eight Noble men after, 
bauing Dartes in their hands, by two, andbytwo.And 
After they had ridden vp and down rem one end of the 
Market plate ta the other, as faſt agthey.coulp ride, be 
cut ſe halle an houre oz there aboutes, they parted — 
| : [+0 
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Ming and the Dube of Lermo at ane end, hauing eight 
and thirtie beſides with them, and the two J9zinces of 
Cauoy, out at the other ende of the Parketplace,haning 
the like number with them. Do after they hav beeng out 
ſome halfshoure,the Ring with his companie comes in 
againe,with Banners vpon their armes, and Darts in 
their hands, and the Banners of each part were of (une 
day colo2s;as tokens to know their owne companie.Ymo 
mediately comes in at the other ende the two Pzinces 
and their companie,affer the ſame ſoꝛt: ſo thep ridde vp 
anddowne from ſive to ſide one after another, apzettie 
while, vntill at length they rid crofſe, ſometimes in tio 
rankes, and ſometimes in thzee rankes, holding their 
Banners and Darta readie, ſo that when they had rode 
in rankes, the one troſſing the other a good while, they 
parted , and tuerie man tooke his fozmer plate fo his 
owne'companie. Soat length the king and ſome of his 
de gane the onſet vpon the other two Pzinces, fiding 
as faſt; and as furions as they could againft them, and 
thꝛem euerie man a Dart at them. And after they had 
thzownetheir Dartes, they rode a compaſſe, thinking to 
ride rom them, and to get home another way to their 
tompanie, ſuddenly baeakes out an ambub of the pꝛin⸗ 
tes ol Sauoyes companie, and chaſed the Ring and his 
tompanie, and them Darts at them, and they to defend 
themſelues held their behind them, looking 
backs as though they were nat aware of their comming, 
fo they chaſev the king and his companies ſo ne&re the 
Ringes fozce, that pzeſently bꝛake out an other ambuſh 
of the Kings, and chaſed them backe againe in like (ozt, 
ſo that they tontinned hunting and chaſing, and thzows

The irt day ol June at night, there was a Paſke 
beſoʒe the King; and Quene, and the Lozd Ambaſla⸗ 
dour, the Ling and Quene being in the maſks them⸗ 
ſelues, in a verie faire houſe ſet vppe ot purpoſe. ſoʒ m 
Lo des comming, which was thzreſcoze pardes in 
length, and ten peardes b2vade 2 at the vpper ende 
thereof was a faire Thꝛone fo2 the Ring and Queene, 
fo ſitte in, and a Ealierie ouer head rounde about 
with ſeates fo2 people to ſitte in, and below was a 
Gallerie vpon both des, which went from the Ringes 
thꝛone, to the entring in, and in the vpper Gallerie werte 
foure and twenty great ſtandards of ware burning ſtan⸗ 
ding in great maſſie Candleſtickes of @iluer, fo manie 
vpon a ſide, and right at the end ouer the Thozne,the top 
of the Thꝛone was ſtucke with white Uirgin ware 
lightes as full as it could ſticke, and round about the 
rowme ouer euerie ſtandard hung great ſilaer lampes 
with foure lights a pe&ce , they were in number foure- 
ſcoz8,.- There vpon the ground ſk@ode foure and twentfis 
flaer Candleſtickes, with great ſtandards burning vp⸗ 
on each ſide, twelue of them as bigge and as high as any 
man, and my Loꝛd was placed in the middle Gallerie, 
and the noble men at the vpper end next the King , and 
next vnto him the Cardinall, and his companie in the 
ſame rowe. 

Che next Gallerie vnderneath were the Anights of 
my Toꝛzds companie placed, ſo after they were all ſet, 
there were men ſung vpon both ſides , pꝛeſently there 
was a Curtaine dꝛawne, and there entred fire and twen- 
tie Uiolins and Coꝛnets, playing veryſweefly,. and al- 
ter them twentie Pages attyzed in Piſking lates, = 
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of the one ſide, and ten of the other, with great ſtanderds 
in their handes,and ſire Ladies in the middle, two and 
two togither: and- after them came a little Chariot 
d:awne by two little Nagges, couered with caparri⸗ 
ſons of cloth of Tiſſue, and the Chariot was in man- 
ner ofa ſbippe behinde verie richly guilded. They ſlats 
by degrees that were in it;foz befoꝛe in the chariot ſafe a 
Ladie, and next to her ſate the Jnfanta in the middle, 
and on each ſide ſate a Ladte, , and behind ſate an olds 
Dutcheſſe, all in white: lo the Chariot was dzawne vp 
fo the Thzong, and the Jnfanta was taken foozth , and 
ſet in the Queenes Chaire, and the Ladies ſate by her, 
Then the Chariot was dzawne backe, and the Cur⸗ 


taines dzawne.Mhen began the Puſicke, and in maner 


of a Cloude did open, which ſhined and gliſtered like 
Starres ouer head, and vnderneath ſfoode the King 
and thirteene Noble men, and likewiſe the Qucene and 
thirteene Ladies with Uirgin-ware lightes in their 
handes: the Ladies were by themſelues, behind them 
was cloth of Siluer ſhining, which made them ſhine like 
Angels, being gozgiouſly and richly attired, both with 
cloth of golde, offiluer, and Pearle, There came downe 
the King and Queene, and the Duke of Lermo,with an 
other Ladie,let downe all foure as if they came out of a 


Cloud. Jt was a verie glozious ſhew to ſee them come 


downe. 

The Ring and Queen daunced hand in hand and the 
Duke of Lermo, and the other Ladie, vntill they came 
to the Thꝛone. An the meane time there was foure other 
let downe in the ſame maner. The King and Queene, 
and the Duke and Ladie daunced backe againe, and res 
ceyued them: ( they daunced all eight backe to the 
Th2one. In the meane time came foure moze dawne 
as befoze,and receyued them in likg ſozt as befoze , and 
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in like manner receined them by fovres in a company, 
vnkill the number of fwentie eight cams downe, they 
danced all with vizards on their fares, and the King and 
Nuane ſafe down in the thꝛone in their tate, the No- 
blemen © Ladies ſate down of each hand in their degrees. 
Jn the meane time thoſe ſixe Ladies which firſt came in 
with the pages, dãced a country dance with nappers on 
their thumbs:then the K.4 Queen £ their company dan- 
ced againe hand in hand barefaced, after they ſafe down 
againe, they roſe by two and two and danced galliards 
and pauins, and then the King and Nueneroſe and 
danced themſelues fingle,two oz the dances; pꝛeſentip 
after they had done, there was a Lady roſe and fetched 
in the Earle of Peart » and danced eight galliards with 
him, which being done, ſhe fetched myLozd-Willou bie, 
and danced with him, who was admired foz his tape⸗ 
ring, and much commended , Then came inthe King 
and the Qutene and their company,and danced againe, 
and hauing ended, there comes in the ſixe Ladies and 
danced with their ſnappers, (as afozeſaid)two and two, 
very gallantly , and when they had done, the Duke of 
Lermo, he tame in, and fake a foarch in his hand, and 
danced two 02 thꝛe times about the chamber, andtoke 
a Lady to him, and danced the cuſbion dance, and that 
Lady fetched in another Lo2d. At length they fetched in 
the King, and ſet him in the middle of the chamber, with 
a toarch in his hand : then the King fetched in the 
Nugene, and the Quene fetched in another Ladie, and 
that Lady fetched in my Lozd Ambaſſadours ſo the King 
and Qutene and my Lo2d, daunced together, and ſo 
their Tourtly paſtimes were ende. 

The ſeauenth dap of June being Friday , his Lo2d- 
ſhip toke his leaue of the King and Mueue of Spaine,

The eight day of June being Satterdap, his Lozd- 
ſhip ſet fozwardfrom the Citty of Valledeley towardes 
Saint Anderos , where his hipping lap, and vpon 
that day he lay at a Towne called Didaynias: hee was 
lodged in the middle of the Wowne , in a verie faire 
houſe, where he was wel entertained. This Townets 
ſituated vpon the ſide ofa hill:fo2 the moſt part it is well 
walled with a ſtone wall, and it is one of theſweteſt 
townes we came to in all Spaine. Ts this towne be- 
longeth a Caſtle which ſtandeth vpon a hill, it is a rea⸗ 
ſonable ſtrong hold, but it cannot command the fowne, 
but defend it, it map round about: This is from V alle- 
deley to this towne ſixe leagues. 

The ninth day being Sunday , his Lazbſhip went 
from Didaynias to à towne called Aflomiſta, this tuwne 
is walled round about with a mud wall, a pzetty little 
towne it is, and as kinde people as wee found in any 
place befoze ; and my Lo2d was wel lodged and enter⸗ 
tatued,and lap there one mop it is counted from Diday- 
nias fo this towne, eight leagues. 

The eleuenth day of June being Tueſday „ his 
Loꝛdſhip went from Aflomiſta, to a little towne called 
Herreroide, here hee lap in a very ſtronghoule, ſtan⸗ 
ding vpon a hill, much like Windlor Caſtle foz the pꝛo⸗ 
ſpec, but in no other ſoꝛt. Beneathe in the valley run⸗ 
neth a reaſonable god riuer. This houſe and the towne 
both are theLo2d high Conſtables ol Spaine, there was 
my Lozd very well entertained, there was apece.of 
92dinanceſhot off at his comming in, as he came to this 


towne, in the way he dined at a fowne called Offerno: 


This townoiswalledabout with a mudde wall, much

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ruinated : it is countey from Aflomiſta to this totone, 
ſeanenleagues.

Tye twelfth day of June being Wedneſday,his Lo2d/ 
hip came fo a faire town caled A gilyarda Campo, where 
he was lodged ina little houſe , but crc@dingly wel en⸗ 
tertained. This towneis walled round about with a 
one wall, and a ſtone Caſtle ſtanding on the top of a 
hill, ouer againſt the towne:there is a ſwerte ſpꝛing run⸗ 
neth tyꝛough the towne, and a pleaſant riuer runneth 
along by the walles, there is a faire ſtone bꝛidge ouer 
this riuer: fro H erreroe to this town, the waies are very 
rocky, but dꝛy. from Herreroe to this townis c. leagues. 
The ſdarttenth day of Tune being Fridap, his Loꝛd⸗ 
(hip went from Gilliarda Campo, fo atittle towne called 
Rhinoſſa. he was lodged in apzetty houle, and well en⸗ 
tertaincd: this towne ſtandeth vpon the ſide of a hill, the 
ground niere about it is very fruitful and pleaſant, both 
fo; coꝛne and graſſe; and it is from Gillyarda Campo to 
this towne, eight leagues. 
Che fifteenth of June he went from Rhinoſſato a ve⸗ 
rp bad Uillage called Bee la Sauilla, where he was lodged 
well, but not ſo well as beloze, but entertained exceding 
well: This towne is hard by a wod ſide, where it was 
ſaid by the inhabitants, that great ſtoze of wilde beaſtes 
doe reſozt : this village ſtandeth in a boffome betwene 
great mountaines, it is god and fruitfull ground bes 
— Rhinoſſa and this village, but very bad way to 
And as his Loꝛdſhip went from Rhinoſſa fo this vil- 
lage, he dined in a village called Poda Congoy, it is 
counted that dates iourney ſeauen leagues, That night 
all my Lozdes people lay without beds foz the moft 
part. 


Che fire and fwentie day of June, his Lozdſhip went 
| from 
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from this village to the end o his iourney in the o pa⸗ 
niſh ſoile, to a pꝛetty towne called Hain Danderos, 
where he was lodged in the Gouernours houſe : This 


towne ſtandeth hard by the ſea ſide , where his Loꝛd⸗ 


chips chippes lap at ankoz in the harboz right againſt 
the towne , which harboz is ſome mule and a halfe from 
the maine ſea, running into the towne'; This fowne is 
walled round about with a very ſtrong wall of ſtone, 
but very pwze ; and it is a dangerous harbaz foz great 
ſhippes, it is full sf rockes : he was well entertained of 
the Gouernour; the way to this towne was very bad to 
trauel, and full ofgreat mountaines, but foze of wods 
growing vppon them : it is from Beela Sauilla to this 
towne, ſiue long leagues, 


From the eight day of Tune to the fifteenth of the ſame, 
his Lordſhip trauailed from the Citty of Ya/ledeley, to 
Saint Daxderes, in all forty fixe leagues. 


The ſeauententh dap of June, my Lozd Ambaſſadoz 
made a banquet aboꝛd the Beare, whereunto came the 


Gouernour ofthe towne, and ſome other ®paniards of 


account which came from the Court withhim, and af 
their goingaway wee gaue them a volley of ſhot from 
the Beare, the Repulſe and the War-ſpite, 
Tye ninetenth day of June, his Loꝛdſhip came on 
boarde the Beare to goe into England, out ofthe 
fowne of Saint Danderos, and the twentie 
day he let ſaile from thence in tye after- 
none, the nert day being Fri- 
day, we loſt the ſight 
of Spaine. 
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
